Resolution  supporting  national  and  state  housing  efforts  identified  at  the  San 
Francisco  Summit  on  Homelessness,  and  urging  swift  action. 


WHEREAS,  The  housing  crisis  is  a  national,  statewide  and  local  condition  and  all 
levels  of  government  have  a  responsibility  to  participate  in  the  construction  of  permanent 
affordable  housing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Federal  and  State  spending  levels  for  permanent  affordable  housing  have 
been  cut  drastically  in  the  past  two  decades,  corresponding  to  the  rise  in  homelessness;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  is  an  extreme  shortage  of  rental  housing  in  California,  particularly 
for  lower  income  renters.  1/2  of  all  low-income  renters,  and  3/4  of  all  very  low-income  renters 
spend  more  than  50%  of  their  income  for  housing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  California,  nearly  500,000  households  languish  on  Section  8  waiting 
lists.  Most  wait  more  than  three  years  for  their  name  to  come  up.  In  San  Francisco,  over 
30,000  people  on  such  lists;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Over  360,000  Californians  are  homeless,  according  to  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Community  Development;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Over  70,000  federally  funded  affordable  low-income  rental  units  in 
California  are  at  risk  of  conversion  to  market  rate  units;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  National  Affordable  Housing  Trust  Fund  legislation  (HR2340;  S1248) 
will  come  for  a  vote  before  the  US  Congress  this  Spring;  which  can  provide  1 .5  million  new 
units  of  truly  affordable  housing  in  the  coming  decade;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  California,  Senate  Bill  1227  will  set  forth  to  voters  an  opportunity  to 
create  2.1  billion  dollars  for  the  construction  of  affordable  housing;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Participants  at  the  San  Francisco  Summit  on  Homelessness  expressed 
their  strong  support  for  these  measures;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  Of  Supervisors  urges  Congresswoman  Nancy  Pelosi  to 
use  her  power  as  Democratic  Whip  in  the  House  of  Representatives  to  secure  the  swift 
passage  of  the  National  Affordable  Housing  Trust  Fund;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  Of  Supervisors  urges  Senators 
Feinstein  and  Boxer  to  take  leadership  on  this  legislation  of  which  they  are  already  co- 
sponsors;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  supports  Senate 
Bill  1227;  and  be  it

Resolution  commending  J.  Weldon  Smith  on  his  retirement  after  serving  15  years  as 
Director  of  the  Museum  of  Craft  and  Folk  Art. 

WHEREAS,  J.  Weldon  Smith  joined  the  Craft  and  Folk  Art  Museum  of  San  Francisco, 
now  known  as  the  Museum  of  Craft  and  Folk  Art  (MOCFA)  as  its  first  Director  in  1986,  one 
year  before  the  MOCFA  moved  from  a  house  on  Balboa  Street  to  its  current  quarters  at  Fort 
Mason;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  Weldon  Smith's  leadership,  MOCFA  presented  over  200  innovative 
exhibitions,  sent  at  least  one  exhibition  every  year  to  another  museum,  and  was  placed  on  the 
museum  map  in  1988  by  Who'd  A  Thought  It:  Improvisations  in  African  American  Quiltmaking, 
which  introduced  African-American  quiltmaking  to  the  art  world,  traveled  to  30  museums  in  20 
states  and  demonstrated  folk  art's  deep  cultural  roots,  spanning  oceans  and  centuries,  to 
countless  audiences;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Exhibitions  mounted  during  Weldon  Smith's  tenure  range  from  Not  So 
Native,  an  exhibition  comparing  contemporary  artists  to  their  outsider  artistic  influences,  to  an 
exhibition  of  violins  by  13  Bay  Area  artists/violin  makers,  to  Classical  Chinese  Wood  Furniture 
and  Riches  from  Rags:  Recycling  in  Japanese  Rural  Weaving,  and  to  one  of  Weldon  Smith's 
favorite  exhibitions,  Art  of  the  Philippines,  an  exhibit  which  was  co-sponsored  by  AT&T  and 
the  Arts  Council  of  the  Philippines  and  had  the  benefit  of  intensive  involvement  by  the 
Philippine  community  in  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Demand  continues  for  exhibition  catalogs  published  during  Weldon 
Smith's  tenure,  including  the  1987  exhibition,  Innerskins/Outerskins,  and  the  elegant  June 
Schwarcz:  Forty  Years/Forty  Pieces,  published  in  1998;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Weldon  Smith  prepared  requests  to  the  James  Irvine  Foundation  for  the 
1986  grant  that  enabled  MOCFA  to  hire  him  as  Director  and  for  the  2001  grant  that  enabled 
MOCFA  to  fund  the  transition  to  a  new  Director  upon  his  March  31,  2002  retirement;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  a  result  of  Weldon  Smith's  contribution  as  a  grantwriter  extraordinaire, 
the  MOCFA  has  received  the  Institute  of  Museum  and  Library  Services  grants  five  times;  and, 

WHEREAS.  In  Weldon'  Smith's  final  year  as  Director,  MOCFA  received  a  $1 .2  million 
bequest  from  long-time  member  Joan  McCauley,  its  largest  single  grant,  the  $120,000  grant 
from  the  Irvine  Foundation,  and  a  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  grant  for  the  2002 
exhibition,  Fusing  Traditions:  Transformation  in  Glass  City  by  Native  American  Artists, 
featuring  the  work  of  18  outstanding  glassmakers;  now,  therefore,  be  it

I  am  returning  without  my  signature  the  Resolution  imposing  interim  zoning  controls  to  prohibit  the 
construction  of  new  live/work  developments  in  San  Francisco  for  a  six-month  period  (File  No. 
020156). 

In  the  midst  of  a  housing  crisis,  I  do  not  believe  it  is  wise  to  stop  building  housing.  I  do  not  believe 
a  housing  moratorium,  however  politically  expedient  the  notion  may  be,  is  the  answer  to  our 
housing  crisis. 

Over  a  year  ago,  I  returned  the  same  interim  controls  without  my  signature  and  challenged  the  Board 
to  forward  to  me  legislation  that  contains  a  reasonable,  long-term  solution  to  the  issue  of  live/work 
housing  and  it  place  in  San  Francsico  -  legislation  that  includes  an  inclusionary  affordable  housing 
requirement,  full  fees  and  an  no-conversion  clause  that's  backed  up  with  a  strong  method  of 
enforcement.  I  have  also  urged  the  Board  to  look  at  this  type  of  housing  comprehensively,  and 
pursue  reasonable  zoning  policies  that  will  take  into  account  where  this  type  of  housing  may  be 
appropriate,  and  where  it  may  not  be  -  rather  than  simply  ban  it  outright. 

As  of  today  -  despite  good  first  steps  taken  by  Supervisor  Tony  Hall,  steps  that  were  all  but  ignored 
by  his  colleagues  -  the  only  tangible  action  this  Board  has  taken  is  to  continue  to  ban  this  type  of 
housing,  and  I  understand  you  are  currently  considering  a  permanent  moratorium.  I  urge  you 
reconsider  this  position,  and  focus  your  efforts  on  maximizing  opportunities  for  new  housing  in  San 
Francisco.  The  legislation  before  me  now  does  not  create  new  housing  in  San  Francisco,  nor  will  it 
lead  to  greater  affordability  in  our  existing  housing  stock.  It  simply  prevents  new  housing  from 
being  built.  Basic  economics  dictate  that  by  cutting  off  the  supply  of  new  housing  -  any  kind  of 
housing  -  we  will  only  drive  housing  prices  up. 

Today,  I  am  signing  into  law  inclusionary  housing  legislation  that  will  create  more  affordable 
housing  units  in  San  Francisco.  I  agree  with  this  policy,  as  the  Planning  Department  has  applied 
similar  requirements  administratively  for  some  time,  and  I  applaud  the  Board  for  codifying  even 
stronger  requirements  into  law.  In  fact,  I  am  directing  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment 
Commission  to  consider  adopting  these  requirements  as  a  minimum  policy  for  residential 
development  in  redevelopment  project  areas.

WHEREAS,  the  City  has,  by  Ordinance  245-81,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  May  1 1, 
1981,  declared  its  intent  to  engage  in  a  home  finance  program  pursuant  to  Part  5  of  Division  31  of  the 
Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  to  issue  bonds  pursuant  to  said  Division  in 
furtherance  of  the  home  finance  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  by  the  Tax  Reform  Act  of  1984  provided  for  the 
issuance  of  Mortgage  Credit  Certificates  ("Certificates")  by  local  government  agencies  as  an  alternative 
to  the  issuance  of  mortgage  revenue  bonds  to  assist  low  and  moderate  income  first  time  homebuyers;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Code")  limits  the  amount 
of  qualified  mortgage  bonds  and  mortgage  credit  certificates  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by 
entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  such  state  to  provide  the  method  of  allocating 
authority  to  issue  qualified  mortgage  bonds  and  mortgage  credit  certificates  within  such  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1.8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State  of 
California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  siate  ceiling  established  by  Section  146 
of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue  mortgage  credit 
certificates;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85  of  the  Government  Code  requires  a  local  agency  to  file  an 
application  for  a  portion  of  the  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  California  Debt  Limit  Allocation 
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Committee  ("CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  Mortgage  Credit  Certificates;  and 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to  certify 
to  CDLAC  that  the  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  0.5%  (one-half  of  one  percent)  of  the 
allocation  request  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000);  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  since  1993  authorized  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  to  submit  previous  applications  for  allocations  for  the  City's  Mortgage  Credit 
Certificate  Program,  which  applications  were  approved  by  CDLAC  for  a  total  of  $109,581,540  from 
1993  to  2001;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  finds  a  continuing  need  to  secure  allocations  of 
Mortgage  Credit  Certificates  to  assist  low  and  moderate  income  first  time  homebuyers  in  San  Francisco;

RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  hereby

Resolution  authorizing  one  or  more  defeased  lease-to-service  contract  transactions 
with  respect  to  up  to  118  Breda  light  rail  cars;  approving  the  form  of  and  authorizing 
the  execution  and  delivery  of  one  or  more  Participation  Agreements  setting  forth  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  lease-to-service  contract  transactions  relating  to  the  rail 
cars;  approving  the  form  of  and  authorizing  the  execution  and  delivery  of  one  or  more 
Head  Lease  Agreements  providing  the  terms  and  conditions  pursuant  to  which  the  rail 
cars  will  be  leased  to  one  of  up  to  6  trusts;  approving  the  form  of  and  authorizing  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  one  or  more  Head  Lease  Supplements  supplementing  the 
terms  and  conditions  pursuant  to  which  specific  rail  cars  will  be  leased  to  each  trust;

event  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  said  Agreement);  approving  the  form  of  and 
authorizing  the  execution  and  delivery  of  one  or  more  Tax  Indemnification  Agreements 
providing  the  terms  and  conditions  pursuant  to  which  the  City  will  indemnify  each 
equity  investor  for  income  inclusions  or  losses  of  tax  benefits;  approving  the  form  of 
and  authorizing  the  execution  and  delivery  of  one  or  more  Insurance  and  Indemnity 
Agreements  providing  the  terms  and  conditions  pursuant  to  which  the  City  will 
indemnify  each  strip  surety  provider;  approving  indemnification  of  various  parties;

contract  transaction  is  designed  to  reduce  the  amount  or  duration  of  payment  or 
similar  risk  to  the  City  or  enhance  the  relationship  between  risk  and  return  with  respect 
to  investments  made  pursuant  to  or  in  connection  with  such  transaction;  approving 
and  authorizing  the  execution  and  delivery  of  any  document  necessary  to  implement 
this  Resolution;  authorizing  the  execution  and  delivery  of  documents  in  conforming 
sets  for  one  or  more  equity  investors;  ratifying  and  approving  any  action  heretofore 
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taken  in  connection  with  the  transaction  contemplated  by  this  Resolution;  and  related 
matters. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  acting  through  its 
Municipal  Transportation  Agency  (the  "MTA")  currently  owns  and  operates  approximately  130 
Breda  rail  cars  entirely  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  MTA  (the  "MTA  Board")  authorized  and 
directed  staff  to  explore  potential  lease-sublease  transactions  generating  funds  for  the  MTA 
through  the  lease  of  the  Breda  rail  cars;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  plan  of  financing  the  lease-sublease  transactions,  as  described  in  a  staff 
report  to  the  MTA  Board  (referred  to  herein  as,  the  "Transaction  Summary"),  was  presented 
by  staff  to  the  MTA  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors 
(the  "Board"),  and,  describes  a  substantial  present  value  benefit  to  the  City  which  would  be 
available  for  use  by  the  MTA  for  the  benefit  of  the  public;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Based  on  said  Transaction  Summary,  the  City  has  determined  that  it  is 
desirable  and  appropriate  to  enter  into  up  to  six  separate  transactions  (each  a  "Transaction" 
and  collectively  the  "Transactions")  with  up  to  four  separate  equity  investors  (as  further 
specified  below)  for  the  lease  of  up  to  1 18  of  the  Breda  rail  cars  (the  "Rail  Cars")  to  one  or 
more  trusts,  the  beneficial  owner  of  each  trust  being  one  of  the  aforementioned  equity 
investors,  and  the  sublease  of  the  Rail  Cars  back  from  said  trusts  in  order  to  generate  an 
immediate  cash  payment  to  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Transaction  Summary  describes  various  financing  and  other 
documents  relating  to  the  Transactions,  including  the  following,  one  of  each  of  which  will  be 
executed  for  each  separate  Transaction:  a  Head  Lease  (between  the  City,  as  lessor,  and  a 
trust,  the  beneficiary  of  which  will  be  either  CIBC  Capital  Corporation,  Wells  Fargo  Bank 
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Minnesota,  N.A.,  Australia  and  New  Zealand  Banking  Group  Limited  or  Comerica  Leasing 
Corporation  (each  an  "Equity  Investor"),  as  lessee),  a  Sublease  (between  a  trust,  the 
beneficiary  of  which  is  an  Equity  Investor,  as  sublessor,  and  the  City,  as  sublessee),  a 
Participation  Agreement  (among  the  City,  an  Equity  Investor,  a  trustee,  a  trust,  a  lender  and  a 
payment  undertaker),  a  Tax  Indemnification  Agreement  (between  the  City,  as  indemnitor,  and 
an  Equity  Investor)  and  other  documents  described  herein  and/or  authorized  hereby 
(collectively  referred  to  herein,  as  the  "Operative  Documents");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Operative  Documents  for  each  individual  Transaction  will  be 
substantially  identical  to  the  Operative  Documents  for  each  of  the  other  Transactions;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  approving  the  Payment  Agreement,  the  City  has  given  due 
consideration  to  the  credit  worthiness  of  Financial  Security  Assurance  as  Guarantor,  and  has 
noted  the  current  ratings  of  the  Guarantor  which  are  the  highest  ratings  categories  given  by 
three  nationally  recognized  rating  agencies;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  compliance  with  Government  Code  Section  5922,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  determines  that  the  Operative  Documents  (including  amounts  required  to 
be  deposited  and  invested  thereunder)  are  intended  to  reduce  the  amount  or  duration  of 
payment,  rate  or  currency,  or  similar  risk  connected  to  the  lease  agreements,  or  enhance  the 
relationship  between  risk  and  return  with  respect  to  investments  made  pursuant  to  or  in 
connection  with,  the  Operative  Documents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  deemed  necessary  and  advisable  and  in  the  best  financial  interest  for 
the  City  to  enter  into  the  Operative  Documents,  as  authorized  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  All  acts,  conditions  and  things  required  by  law  to  exist,  to  have  happened 
and  to  have  been  performed  precedent  to  and  in  connection  with  the  consummation  of  the 
Transactions  hereby  do  exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  regular  and  due 
time,  form  and  manner  as  required  by  law;  now,  therefore,  be  it

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  Approval  of  Recitals.  The  Board  hereby  finds  and  declares  that  the  above 
recitals  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Approval  of  the  Transactions.  In  accordance  with  the  applicable  law  and 
the  Charter  of  the  City,  the  Board  hereby  approves  the  Transactions  as  described  in  the 
Transaction  Summary.  The  Transactions  shall  proceed  in  substantially  the  form  described  in 
the  Transaction  Summary,  each  Sublease  shall  have  a  term  of  no  more  than  thirty  (30)  years 
and  shall  generate  a  net  present  value  benefit  to  the  City  of  at  least  6%  of  the  appraised  value 
of  the  Rail  Cars,  currently  estimated  to  be  $388,156,000.

Resolution  commending  Kaiser  Permanente  San  Francisco  Medical  Center  for  its 
recognition  by  the  American  Heart  Association  at  the  "Celebrate  with  Heart  2002"  Gala 
for  twenty  years  of  excellence  in  the  field  of  cardiovascular  medicine. 

WHEREAS,  In  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  leading  cause  of  death  is 
ischemic  heart  disease  ((IHD);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  pleased  to  learn  that  at  Kaiser 
Permanente  San  Francisco,  patients  have  a  significantly  higher  chance  of  surviving  after  a 
heart  attack  when  compared  with  other  hospitals  across  California;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Kaiser  Permanente  San  Francisco  was  one  of  13  Kaiser  Permanente 
hospitals  and  one  of  two  San  Francisco  hospitals  that  scored  significantly  higher  than  other 
hospitals  across  California,  where  only  32  of  a  total  of  393  California  hospitals  were  awarded 
with  recognition  by  the  "Report  on  Heart  Attacks";  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  "Report  on  Heart  Attack  Outcomes"  looks  at  California  hospitals' 
discharge  data  and  the  percentage  of  patients  who  survived  30  days  after  an  acute 
myocardial  infarction.  It  uses  a  risk-adjusted  formula  to  account  for  factors  that  could 
influence  outcome  whether  a  patient  had  a  pre-existing  condition  like  diabetes,  chronic  renal 
failure  or  malignant  tumors,  where  the  infraction  occurred  and  whether  the  person  had 
undergone  a  coronary  bypass  graft;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  report  found  that  12.1%  of  heart  attack  patients  treated  in  California 
hospitals  died  within  30  days,  but  at  Kaiser  Permanente  San  Francisco,  the  risk-adjusted  rate 
was  much  lower  at  6.6%;  and,  irrr-  r  cr ' 
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WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  was  one  of  only  ten  hospitals  in  California  that  earned  stars 
for  superior  performance  in  all  three  Ml  mortality;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Kaiser  Permanente  San  Francisco's  scores  reflect  a  statewide  trend 
during  the  1990s  of  increased  heart  attack  survival,  which  is  largely  attributed  to  greater  use 
of  aspirin  when  the  attack  strikes,  aggressive  and  rapid  treatment  of  patients  in  emergency 
rooms  with  thrombolytic,  or  clot-busting  medications,  surgery  and  enhanced  prevention 
efforts;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  report,  along  with  a  recent  research  presentation  at  an  American 
Heart  Association  Scientific  Sessions  Conference  that  demonstrated  that  Kaiser  Permanente 
members  have  a  30%  lower  chance  of  dying  from  heart  disease  than  non-members, 
emphasized  the  triumph  of  Kaiser  Permanente's  integrated  model  of  care;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  integrated  model  of  care  gives  Kaiser  Permanente  a  tremendous 
advantage  since  it  is  able  to  manage  all  care  under  one  roof.  The  successful  introduction  of 
cardiac  clinical  pathways  and  guidelines  for  the  treatment  of  their  patients  with  acute  coronary 
syndromes,  along  with  post-hospitalization  health  programs  such  as  cholesterol  management, 
stop-smoking  classes,  fitness  and  diabetes  management  program,  has  been  tremendously

access  to  VA  medical  facilities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  majority  of  Filipino  veterans  are  denied 
eligibility  for  VA  medical  care  and  disability  pensions  provided 
by  the  Veterans  Administration  to  their  U.S.   comrades;  and, 
WHEREAS,   Rep.

WHEREAS,  Recent  studies  suggest  that  the  choice  of  private  judging 
companies  can  have  an  impact  on  the  outcome  of  arbitration,  thus,  private  judging 
companies  are  prone  to  favor  corporate  parties  during  arbitration  that  are  potential 
repeat  customers;  and 

WHEREAS,  Assemblyman  Darrell  Steinberg,  D-Sacramento,  has  authored  an 
arbitration  reform  bill  that  will  allow  consumers  to  both  choose  an  alternative  arbitration 
provider  when  a  business  designates  its  favored  company  in  the  consumer  arbitration 
agreement,  and  be  provided  with  data  regarding  the  private  judging  companies'  history
